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A REMARKABLE WOMAN. 


The Daushter cf an Old Se’ dier—She 
Disguises Herselfand Joiasz the 
Army. 


Paris Correspondence London Standard. 

One of the few surviving veterans of 
the first empire has just passed away 
in the person of empire has just passed 
in the person of Mle. Command- 
ant Duchemin, at the ripe age of eighty- 
five. Constantly on active service 
throughout the campaigns of Napoleon, 
and frequently wounded, he fought his 
way up trom_the ranks, and on occu pa- 
tion of Paris by the allies, rendered 
himself famous asa duellist, and boast- 
ed of having killed or wounded a score 
of the “odious foreigners” on the field 
ofhonor. For the last twenty years he 
frequented the same cafe at the same 
hour daily to bain his game of cards 
and take hisabsinthe. He lived al- 
most entirely in the post, and 
gave vent to his feelings in maledic- 
tions against Wellington, Blucher, 
Grouchy and the rest, ‘qui araient fait 
mourir sor empereur.“ His principal 
delight, however, was in recounting 
the history of his mother, Marie, whose 
career was indeed a remarkable one. 
The daugb ter ofan old suidier, and a 
vivandiere, she was from her earliest 
years the pet of the regiment, and at 
the: nge of fifteen she married the fenc- 
ing master of the regiment of the 
Gardes Francaises, who after taking 
part in the destruction of the bastile, 
was killed in attempting tosave the 
life of a soldier of the Swiss guard, 
leaving his widow with an infant son. 
When the great revolutioary war broke 
out, Marie felt the hereditary military 
instinct too strong to be resisted, and 
without hesitation sacrificed the locks 
in 
male aitire, was one of the first to en- 
rot herself under ‘the name of Joseph 
Duchemin, which was also that of 
her grandfather. Ofiron constitution 
and the build of a grenadier,measuring 
thirty-six inches across the shoulders, 
she had little difficulty in concealing 
her sex, although she was wounded at 
the siege of Totlon. Two months af 
terwards, when fighting in the war of 
La 3 she was en in the 
battle of Chottel. Here she recei ved 
two severe wounds, but in spite of the 
loss of blood her courage sustained her 
until the close of the day, when she 
fired the very last shot and then fell 
exhausted. Then only in dressing her 
wounds was it discovered by the sur- 
geons that Corporal Duchen.in (for she 
had won her stripes) was a woman. 
She became at once the hero, or rather 
the heroine, oi the day, and was per- 
sonally complimented by the general, 
who asked permission from the war 
minister to keep ber name on the mus- 
ter roll of the regiment, and Marie re- 
mained inscribed as corporal in the 
Forty-second foot. She afterwards 
fought at Lodi, Areola and Rivoli, 
where she captured a flag; at the Pyra- 
mids, Mont Thabor, Aboukir, and oth- 
er engagements. She was taken pris- 
oner Oe the English and sent to the 
hulks of Plymouth, but managed to es- 
cape with three of her comrades by 
killing the e on duty and got 
safely back to Paris. Five days after- 
ward she rejoined — iment, and 
made her last cam or she | st 
her right leg by a c W ball at Mar- 
engo.
